October Uarrioon was saying quite a bit about the CIA and tho talk shows \<ere 
hot on tho business. That taay or may not have triggered this inquiry and visit. 

Assuming what Anderson is quoted as sayiyg is true, why should anyone in tho CIa 
feed an account of their plots to assassinate Castro at just tho time Garrison was starting? 
Can it bo for any reason otter than starting or fostering the kickback theory/ 

The second grnf on page one refers to Ed Morgan. When Anderson, mid I thought it 
was Drew fa: rson, saw Vfarren barren sent hiri to Rowley and Howley to tho FBI. In time 
the Fiit Washington field office interviewed Morgan. 

It la possible to boliovo that it was what he leemed in 1966 that prompted 
Ando v., on to 3pcnk to a Cl A contact when Garrison was steaming the media up. 

Tlds graf sort-of links the plot gainst fcas*cro to the Kennedy assassination. 

Tte two-lino graf on page 2 may refer to Walter dteridan, who then was working on 
an M3C anti-Gar:lson special. O'Hara is th**r name of a tew Orleans judge (this says ’^’Hare") 
Pershing Gdrvais was formerly Garrison 1 s chief investigator and was quite a con man, and 
Stratton means nothing to mo. 

On page three the^t)ior gives "the “bite Housed ctiscourugement of CIA attempts 
to unseat Castro 1 ' as a^ssn-Caatro motive for the iissassination and "U.S. plots to 
assas^ijiate Castro” as motive for pro-Castros. 

Khilo I question u. e of ’Admits** in the last sentence I find that t)iis is included 
in this memo , when it does not relate to the conversation with J ack Anderson, a bit 
provocative. To whom was he sending this nemo and for what purpose? Why this la^t page?
